Project AE^DCB was originated during FI 19^2; initial appro- 
val was granted from 1 July 19^1 through 30 June 19^2. 
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The facilities of the Byelorussian National Council (BNR), the 
Byelorussian govemment-in-exlle, have been utilized to spot, re- 
cruit, train, and dispatch penetration agents into the Byeloxnissian 
SSR. To date, a one-man team was air-dropped in the fall of 1951 
and a four-man team was air-dropped in the autumn of 1^52. The lat- 
ter team, minus one agent, is currently operating in the Byelorus- 
sian SSR. There are no plans for dispatching a team in FT 1953 

Objective 

Mounting of clandestine operations in the Byelorussian SSR 
for the following purposes:
